Report from Iluliarui — Firrthcr rehdire to yellow ferer case on 
ste<(niKlii i> Puerto Rleo at Santiago. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon MeConnell, in temi^orary charge, reports: 
Case yellow fever removed from steamship Puerto Rico at Santiago 
July 8. Spaniard in Cuba two years. June 30 went Union de 
Reyes from plantation (> miles distant. Remained Union de Reyes 
two days. Came to Hahaua. Remained here three days. Taken 
sick night of July T). 

Report from Matarizan — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Sum- 
ntarg. month of June. 1907. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports. July 8 : 

AYeek ended July (i. li)OT. Bills of health issued to 3 vessels leaving 
for United States ports ; 2 health and acclimation certificates granted 
to passengers bound for the United States via Habana, and 1 vessel, 
the Norwegian steamship Ole Bull., having 19 crew and no passengers, 
destined for Mobile, fumigated. 

Month of June. 1907. Bills of health issued to 36 vessels leaving 
for United States jiorts, having an aggregate number of 882 crew 
and 52 passengers; 15 health and acclimation certificates and 6 of 
protection from smallpox granted to passengers bound for United 
States ports, and 9 vessels destined for (lulf j^orts fumigated and 
certified. 

One case of yellow fever was reported during the month at the 
inland town of Union de Reyes, about 30 miles from this city. The 
case was admitted at the Covadouga sanitarium in Habana for isola- 
tion and treatment. Case recovered. 

Report from Santiago — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Sum,- 
marij of transactions^ June, 1907. 

Acting Assistant Siu'geon Wilson reijorts, July 2 : 

Week ended June 22, 1907. Bills of health issued to 6 vessels 
bound for the United States. One vessel fumigated to kill mos- 
quitoes. 

No quarantinable disease reported. 

Week ended June 29, 1907. Only 1 bill of health issued to a vessel 
bound for the United States. No vessel fumigated. 

No quarantinable disease reported. 

No provision has been made for a filter plant in connection with 
the new aqueduct. Water is still scarce.
